neceflary or yet expedient that the eleQions of the Biſhops 
and ſome ather circumſtantialls touching their Perſons or 
Office ſhould: be in all reſpe&s the. fame under Chriſtian 
Princes, as it was when Chriftians lived among Pagans, 
and under perfecutions yet his Majeſty fo farre —_—_ 
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of your: Anſwer i that blaſts that he thinkerh it well 
worthy the ſtudies and endeavours of Divines of both opi- 
nions, laying aſide emulation and private intereſts, to ,re= 
duce Epiſcopacy and Presbytery into fich a well propor= 
tioned forme of ſuperiority nd ſubordination, as may bell 
reſemble the Apoſtolicall and primitive times, ſo farre 
forth as the different condition of the times ,- and the 
exigents of all conſiderable circumſtances will admit, ſo as 
the power of Church Government in the particular ordi- 
nation which is meerly ſpiritual], may remaine authorita- 
tive in the Biſhop, but that power not to be exerciſed 
without the concurrence or afliſtance of his Presbytery, as 
Timothy was ordained by the authority of St. Paul, 2 Tim. 
1.6, but with the concurrence or aſſiſtance of the Presby- 
tery, 1 Tim, 4. 14. Ocher powers of Government whith 
belongto Juriſdicion (though they are in the Biſbops, as 
before is expreſt) yet the outward exerciſe of them may 
be oxgered 2yd difpoſed, or lmnred: by the Soyeraigne 
pw. to which by the Laws of the place;apd: the acknow- 
ledgement of the Clergy they are ſubordinate; but his 
Majelty doubteth whetherit be in your power 40. give him, 
any petelt alluance, that inte dlited abolition of the 

re(cent Hierarchy, the utteraboliſhing of Ep! cy, and 
conſequently of Presbytery is pare mi 
tended. 

As tothe Jaſt part of his Majeſties Paper, fis Majeſt 
would have been'berter fatisfied it you do tl Co 
ucularin.your Anſwer thereuntos- you tell him in- gene= 
rall, that there are Subſtantials in Church Government 
appointed by Chriſt, &c,7 bþt Fob neither ſay what theſe 
Subſtantialls are,nor in whoſe hands they are left 3 whereas 
his Majeſty expected that you would have declared your 
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opighs! aces, warns or his poli ii my 
ctrtaine forme of Covernmeiitito be obſerved in' all' Clii- 
ftian Churches then whether the fame binds all Churches 
ro'the* particular obſervation. thereof 3or whether they 
may upon occaſion alter thefame, either in whole or in 
' part. Likewiſe whether that certame. forme of.Govern- 
| ment which Chriſt and his Apoſtles have appointed-ayper-" 
petuali, andunalterable Cifthey have appointed any tuch 
atall) be the Epiſcopall; or the Prechyrerary Goverment 
differing from them both; 

And whereas in the conduſi jon you beſeeth his Ma jelty 
to looke rather to-the*origmalt of Biſhops then to their 
Succeſſion; -his Majeſty thinkes itneedfulf to looke at'both, 
eſpecially fince their Stroceflion is rhe beſt clue, the moſt 
certaine and ready way'to finde'out their original].
